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THE  SILVER  RECOINAGE,  1920-1923. 

By  C.  M.  Hake. 

The  year  1920  is  perhaps  the  most  important  year,  numismaticaliy  speaking, 
this  century,  for  1920  saw,  for  the  first  time  since  the  reign  of  Edward  VI,  a  debase¬ 
ment  of  the  English  silver  coinage.  A  step  to  which  even  Charles  I  did  not  have  to 
resort  throughout  the  long  and  wearysome  course  of  the  Civil  War. 

The  reason  for  the  debasement  of  the  English  silver  coinage  was  the  continued 
rise  in  the  price  of  silver.  Towards  the  end  of  the  First  World  War  the  price  of  silver 
had  started  to  rise  and  it  continued  to  do  so  to  the  end  of  1918.  In  January,  1919, 
the  price  of  one  ounce  of  standard  silver  was  487/i6  pence,  which  was  179/l6 
pence  below  the  coinable  value  of  one  ounce  of  fine  silver,  which  was  66  pence.  By 
the  end  of  September,  1919,  the  price  of  silver  had  risen  to  64  pence  per  ounce 
standard,  only  twopence  below  the  coinable  value  of  one  ounce.  The  price  of  silver 
continued  to  rise  throughout  the  month  of  October,  1919,  and  on  the  25th  November, 

•  1919,  reached  76  pence  per  ounce  standard,  that  is,  10  pence  above  the  coinable 
value.  The  price  of  silver  fell  for  the  remaining  days  of  November,  to  stand  at 
72|ths  pence  on  the  29th  November,  1939.  The  trend  indicated  in  the  last  days  of 
November,  did  not  continue  in  December  and  prices  began  to  rise  once  more, 
eventually  reaching  79 J  pence  per  ounce  standard.  This  price  was  13^  pence  above 
the  coinable  value  and  wras  not  only  the  highest  price  that  month,  but  for  1919  as 
well.  In  the  latter  half  of  1919,  the  government  had  prohibited  the  export  of  silver, 
except  under  licence. 

The  new  year,  saw  no  respite  in  the  price  increases  and  at  the  end  of  January, 
1920,  the  price ,  of  bar-silver  per  ounce  on  the  London  Market  was  85  pence.  The 
climax  came  soon  after  on  the  11th  February,  1920,  with  a  previously  unequalled 
price  of  89J  pence  per  ounce  standard  being  paid.  This  price  was  234  pence  above 
the  coinable  value  of  one  ounce  standard  and  had  the  Royal  Mint  produced  half- 
crowns  at  this  inflated  price,  it  would  have  cost  3s  4d  in  silver  alone.  It  was  apparent 
to  the  Government,  that  such  a  situation  could  no  longer  be  tolerated,  as  it  was 
bound  to  give  rise  to  the  wholesale  hoarding,  melting  down  and  exportation  of  silver 
coin,  particularly  to  the  continent. 

Fortunately,  the  Royal  Mint  did  not  have  to  buy  silver  at  the  above  inflated 
prices,  as  there  had  been  no  purchases  of  silver  for  home  coinage  purposes  since  the 
early  part  of  1919.  These  purchases  when  made,  were  small  in  comparison  with 
previous  years.  The  highest  price  paid  for  silver  by  the  Royal  Mint  was  58  pence  per 
ounce  standard,  8  pence  below  the  coinable  value.  As  a  result,  the  silver  coinage  of 
this  country  was  never  conducted  at  a  loss  by  the  Royal  Mint.  The  silver  content 
might  have  been  reduced  in  1919,  or  some  other  action  taken,  but  for  the  fortuitous 
purchases  made  by  the  Royal  Mint,  earlier  in  that  year. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  Currency  and  Foreign  Exchanges  met  to 
discuss  what  was  a  very  serious  situation.  Various  recommendations  were  made, 
including  one  for  pure  nickel  Sixpences  and  Threepences,  but  were  rejected  in 
favour  of  a  proposal  to  reduce  the  fineness  of  all  silver  coins.  The  other  recommenda¬ 
tions  were  probably  turned  dowrn,  particularly  the  one  relating  to  pure  nickel  coins, 
on  the  grounds  that  they  would  almost  certainly  cause  legislative  difficulties.  This 
was  very  important,  as  time  would  have  been  a  major  consideration  during  the 
legislative  process.  Also,  any  form  of  nickel  coinage  would  have  required  alterations 
to  the  rolling  and  melting  plant  at  the  Royal  Mint  which  had  not  had  any 
previous  experience  with  the  use  of  pure  nickel.  Nickel  is  both  a  very  hard  and  by 
no  means  cheap  metal  to  use.  A  factor,  which  probably  was  the  basis  for  the  decision 
to  reduce  the  silver  content  and  not  to  replace  silver  by  another  metal,  was  a  sentimental 
desire  to  retain  silver  in  the  Home  coinage. 
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THE  SILVER  COINAGE,  1920-1923 


The  Silver  Coinage  Bill  was  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  12th 
February,  1920,  by  the  then  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  Rt.  Hon.  J.  Austen 
Chamberlain.  The  Bill  was  supported  by  Sir  Auckland  Geddes  and  Mr.  Baldwin. 
The  purpose  of  the  Bill  was  defined  as :  “To  amend  the  Law  in  respect  of  the  standard 
fineness  of  silver  coins  current  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in  other  parts  of  His 
Majesty’s  Dominions”. 

On  the  18th  February,  1920,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  moved  that  the 
Bill  be  read  a  second  time.  The  Silver  Coinage  Bill  was  strongly  opposed  by 
Professor  Oman,  who  moved  on  the  grounds  of  national  sentiment  that  the  .925 
standard  be  retained,  referring  to  the  disasterous  occurrences  in  the  reigns  of 
Henry  VIII,  Mary  I  and  Edward  VI,  when  the  silver  coinage  had  last  been  debased. 
He  wanted  the  Bill  to  be  postponed  for  the  time  being,  or  the  Royal  Mint  to 
temporarily  stop  producing  coins  for  home  purposes,  until  the  present  danger  had 
passed.  Mr.  Chamberlain’s  argument  was  that  he  was  only  returning  the  silver 
coinage  to  the  form  decided  on  in  1816,  that  of  a  token  coinage.  He  argued  that,  when  i 
the  bullion  value  of  a  token  was  worth  more  than  its  face  value,  then  it  could  no  ’ 
longer  be  considered  to  be  a  token.  The  Silver  Coinage  Bill,  in  reducing  the  fineness 
of  silver  coins,  would  achieve  this  objective.  Mr.  Chamberlain  reminded  the  House 
of  the  situations  in  the  past,  when  the  Royal  Mint  had  stopped  producing  coins,  of 
the  period  when  traders’  tokens  were  rife.  He  also  reminded  the  House  of  the 
situation  just  before  the  Great  War,  when,  as  a  result  of  four  Bank  Holidays  in 
succession,  the  nation  had  run  short  of  change.  Such  a  situation  would  occur  again 
he  informed  the  House,  if  the  Royal  Mint  were  to  stop  producing  silver  coin  for  any 
length  of  time.  Mr.  R.  Carter  asked  if  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  silver  Threepence. 
He  proposed  that  it  should  be  issued  in  copper,  and  to  quote:  “I  think  that  as  long 
as  the  present  position  continues,  with  the  reduction  in  the  value  of  coins,  of  course 
it  follows  that  the  less  silver  coinage  is  struck  the  better”.  Mr.  D.  Herbert  proposed 
that  the  standard  fineness  be  retained,  but  that  the  size  and  weight  of  all  silver  coins 
be  considerably  reduced,  if  possible  with  the  abolition  of  the  silver  threepence.  One 
member  went  as  far  to  say  that  the  silver  threepence  was  not  wanted.  Mr.  Chamberlain 
rose  to  the  defence  of  the  silver  threepence.  He  indicated  that  the  Royal  Mint  did  not 
pick  a  coin  at  random  and  mint  so  many.  He  informed  the  House  that  the  Royal 
Mint  produced  coins  on  the  basis  of  demand  and  there  was  a  great  demand  for  the 
silver  threepence.  The  Silver  Coinage  Bill  passed  its  Second  Reading  and  was  sent 
to  Standing  Committee  “B”  for  its  Committee  Stage.  The  Standing  Committee 
reported  the  Bill  back  to  the  House  of  Commons,  with  amendments,  on  the  2nd 
March,  1920.  The  Silver  Coinage  Bill  passed  its  Third  Reading  on  11th  March, 1920, 
and  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Lords.  | 

The  House  of  Lords  received  the  Silver  Coinage  Bill  on  the  16th  March,  1920, 
when  it  was  given  its  first  Reading.  The  Second  Reading  was  given  on  the  23rd  March 
and  the  Bill  was  reported  back  to  the  House,  without  amendments,  on  the  29th  March. 
The  Third  Reading  was  given  on  the  30th  March  and  passed.  On  the  31st  March 
1920,  the  Silver  Coinage  Bill  received  the  Royal  Assent,  passing  into  law  as  the 
Coinage  Act,  1920. 

The  Coinage  Act,  1920,  reduced  the  millesimal  fineness  of  silver  coins  from  925 
to  500  parts  silver.  Henceforth,  an  ounce  of  silver  could  be  coined  into  a  nominal 
value  of  122x/io  pence,  instead  of  only  66  pence  as  previously.  The  metals  to  be 
used  for  the  remaining  500  parts  of  the  alloy  were  not  specified  in  the  Coinage  Act. 
The  Coinage  Act  also  increased  the  variation  from  standard  composition,  or 
“remedy”.  This  was  to  be  increased  from  ±4  parts  per  1,000  to  ±5  parts  per  1,000, 
an  increase  of  ±1  part  per  1,000.  This  caused  a  considerable  number  of  difficulties 
for  the  Royal  Mint,  since  the  alloying  metals  had  been  increased  from  75  parts  to 
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500  parts  per  1,000.  Yet  the  “remedy”  had  only  been  increased  by  ±1  part  per  1,000. 
All  this  showed  the  high  degree  of  accuracy  that  Parliament  expected  for  the  Home 
Coinage. 

No  United  Kingdom  silver  coins  were  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  between  the 
28th  February  and  7th  April,  1920,  with  production  resuming  on  that  date.  No 
.925  silver  coins  have  been  struck  for  Home  Coinage  purposes  since  the  31st  March, 
1920.  The  only  exception  being  Maundy  Money,  which  has  been  struck  in  .925 
silver  under  the  terms  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1946. 

Even  before  the  silver  crisis  of  early  1920,  the  Royal  Mint  had  been  experimenting 
with  the  idea  of  a  pure  nickel  coinage.  This  fact  is  referred  to  in  the  Royal  Mint 
Report,  1923,  which  states  that  experiments  with  pure  nickel  had  started  in  1919  and 
had  continued  that  year.  In  the  same  report,  the  following  is  also  stated,  “Meanwhile 
the  position  with  regard  to  pure  nickel  for  coinage  purposes  has  been  further  explored 
and  a  considerable  body  of  information  accumulated.”  The  Report  continues: 
“Experimental  pieces  were,  however,  successfully  struck  in  our  presses  from 
purchased  blanks.”  This  almost  certainly  refers  to  the  pure  nickel  shillings  and 
threepences  dated  both  1923  and  1924.  The  pure  nickel  shillings  are  dated  both  1923 
and  1924  and  are  given  a  rarity  of  R5  in  “E.S.C.”.  They  are  the  same  size  as  normal 
.500  shillings,  but  are  slightly  darker  in  colour  and  are,  of  course,  much  harder.  Pure 
nickel  threepences  also  exist,  but  are  only  dated  1923.  They  are  the  same  size  as 
.500  threepences,  the  same  applies  to  these  coins  as  to  the  shillings  in  pure  nickel 
except  that  they  have  a  rarity  value  of  R6  in  “E.S.C.”.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
threepences  were  only  struck  as  Maundy  Coins  in  both  1923  and  1924.  As  the  use  of 
pure  nickel  wrould  have  involved  large  alterations  at  the  Royal  Mint,  it  was  decided 
that  it  would  be  unjustifiably  costly  to  introduce  pure  nickel  coins. 

The  first  .500  silver  coins  do  not  appear  to  have  been  struck  until  7th  April,  1920, 
and  as  demands  for  silver  coin  were  great,  particularly  in  the  case  of  threepences, 
little  or  no  time  was  afforded  to  the  Royal  Mint  for  experimenting  with  the  new 
alloy.  In  an  effort  to  speed  up  production  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Chief 
Superintendent  of  the  Ordnance  Factories  at  Woolwich,  in  April,  for  a  number  of 
furnaces  and  other  plant  to  be  installed  for  the  use  of  the  Royal  Mint.  Silver  Bullion 
was  conveyed  between  the  Royal  Mint  and  Woolwich  “Arsenal”,  in  special  vans 
under  escort.  Of  the  25,995,557  blanks  produced  in  1920  and  1921,  at  Woolwich, 
4,039,998,  that  is  15.5%  were  outside  the  limits  provided  by  the  “remedy”.  In  1922, 
the  coinage  work  at  Woolwich  ceased,  as  by  that  time  the  Royal  Mint  was  able  to 
cope  with  all  demands  for  silver  coin. 

From  the  very  commencement  of  production,  unprecedented  difficulties  were 
encountered  by  the  Royal  Mint.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Operative  Division 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Royal  Mint  did  not  have  a  small  experimental 
factory  which  could  produce  small  amounts  of  coins  for  experimental  purposes.  Had 
the  Royal  Mint  had  such  a  factory,  some  of  the  difficulties  encountered  with  the 
silver-copper-nickel  alloy,  might  have  been  avoided. 

One  of  the  first  alloys  to  be  used  for  the  new  coins,  was  one  of  500  parts  silver,  as 
prescribed  bv  the  Coinage  Act,  400  parts  copper  and  100  parts  nickel.  This  alloy  was 
used  from  April,  1920,  until  1922,  when  the  Royal  Mint  tried  a  new  alloy.  The 
Royal  Mint  knew,  by  the  experience  of  other  countries  and  by  their  own  experiments, 
that  in  the  case  of  coins  where  such  a  high  proportion  of  the  alloy  is  copper,  the 
amount  of  silver  is  insufficient  to  overcome  the  reddish-brown  colour,  which  is 
imparted  to  the  mixture  by  the  copper.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  once  the  coins 
have  been  circulating  for  a  short  time.  By  using  nickel  in  the  alloy,  the  Royal  Mint 
hoped  to  reduce,  if  not  avoid,  this  unfortunate  occurrence.  The  Royal  Mint  would 
probably  have  succeeded  in  doing  so,  but  for  the  fact  that  the  silver  and  nickel 
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proved  to  be  incompatible.  As  a  result,  there  was  a  definite  segregation  of  the  three 
constituant  metals,  which  resulted  in  the  coins  not  only  discolouring,  but  tending  to 
do  so  in  patches.  Gradually,  the  Royal  Mint  improved  its  blanching  and  annealing 
processes  and  it  is  claimed  that  1921  coins  have  a  better  appearance  than  those  of 
1920.  Coins  of  this  period  turn  up  to-day,  a  rather  dirty  grey  colour,  with  a  faintly 
yellowish  tinge  and  have  a  dull  appearance. 

This  alloy  had  many  disadvantages,  one  being  that  it  raised  the  cost  of  producing 
the  actual  coins.  Nickel  being  a  hard  metal,  subsequently  raised  the  hardness  of  the 
final  alloy.  This  alloy  required  a  high  melting  point,  1,190°,  which  in  itself  was  a 
considerable  disadvantage.  It  was  also  desirable,  with  this  alloy,  to  subject  it  to  a 
long  annealing  process,  to  make  it  soft  enough  for  striking.  Unfortunately,  because 
of  the  large  demands  for  silver  coin,  the  Royal  Mint  was  unable  to  spend  the  desired 
amount  of  time  on  this  process.  Subsequently,  the  blanks,  incompletely  softened, 
tended  to  be  rather  intractable  under  the  dies  and  many  coins  were  struck  with 
minor  details  of  the  design  not  fully  developed,  even  under  the  increased  pressure  i 
used  by  the  Mint  for  the  striking  of  these  coins.  In  1917,  the  average  number  of 
coins  struck  per  die  was  154,407.  In  1921,  it  had  fallen  to  an  average  of  64,328  coins. 

In  1921,  a  new  alloy  of  500  parts  silver,  450  parts  copper  and  50  parts  manganese 
was  tried,  but  was  not  used  for  coinage  purposes.  This  alloy  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  by  the  Royal  Mint,  since  the  bars  required  two  annealings  instead  of 
only  one,  as  in  the  case  of  previous  alloys.  Even  after  a  double  annealing,  the  blanks 
were  still  not  soft  enough,  in  some  cases,  for  satisfactory  striking. 

Whilst  the  Royal  Mint  has  been  producing  coins  in  the  previous  silver-copper- 
nickel  alloy,  they  had  continued  with  experiments  concerning  a  binary  alloy  of 
500  parts  silver  and  500  parts  copper.  This  alloy  had  been  the  Royal  Mint’s  original 
choice  in  1920,  but  had  had  to  be  rejected  because  of  the  way  in  which  the  colour  of 
the  copper  had  predominated  in  the  colouring  of  the  alloy.  Through  these  experiments, 
the  Royal  Mint  had  found  that  by  subjecting  the  blanks  to  an  intensive  blanching  in 
Sulphuric  Acid  and  Sodium  Bichromate,  most  of  the  copper  was  removed  from  the 
immediate  surface  of  the  blank.  This  process  left  a  thick  layer  of  “fine”  silver  on  the 
immediate  surface  of  the  blank.  The  process  took  about  twenty  minutes  and  as  a 
result,  the  Royal  Mint  was  able  to  issue  coins  not  unlike  the  old  .925  alloy  in 
appearance.  As  a  result  of  the  thick  layer  of  “fine”  silver  on  the  coin’s  surface,  the 
processes  which  caused  the  coppery  appearance  were  abated  for  a  much  greater 
length  of  time,  than  in  the  case  of  the  previous  alloy.  This  binary  alloy  also  possessed 
a  much  lower  melting  point,  under  900°.  It  was  also  possible  to  cast  many  more  bars, 
which  once  cast  were  much  more  malleable  than  the  previous  alloy.  In  the  Coining  A 
Branch  of  the  Royal  Mint,  it  was  found  that  the  bars  of  this  alloy  rolled  much  more  * 
evenly  and  uniformly  and  that  it  was  possible  to  shorten  the  annealing  process  and 
still  achieve  good  results.  After  the  annealing  process,  the  blanks  were  softer  and 
took  the  blow  from  the  dies  much  more  easily.  As  a  result  the  consumption  of  dies 
was  reduced  and  production  increased.  The  amount  of  work  rejected  at  the  rolling 
stage,  because  it  was  outside  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  “remedy”,  was  also  reduced. 
This  alloy  also  had  the  advantage  that  it  was  cheaper  than  the  previous  silver-copper- 
nickel  alloy,  because  copper  was  a  cheaper  metal  to  buy  than  nickel. 

In  the  Royal  Mint  Report,  1923,  it  was  stated  that  when  the  coins  produced  by 
this  binary  alloy  came  to  be  withdrawn  from  circulation,  it  was  possible  that  they 
might  have  a  lower  silver  content  than  would  normally  be  expected.  This  would  be 
because  the  thick  layer  of  “fine”  silver  would  have  been  partly  or  wholly  worn  away 
by  circulatory  processes,  thus  reducing  the  silver  content.  This  appears  to  have 
come  true,  for  badly  worn  coins,  particularly  halfcrowns,  appear  far  more  coppery 
than  the  coins  produced  by  the  silver-copper-nickel  alloy.  For  it  follows  that  once 
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the  layer  of  “fine”  silver  has  been  worn  away  or  reduced,  there  will  be  an  even 
greater  proportion  of  copper  than  is  normal  and  the  colour  of  this  metal  is  bound  to 
predominate  on  the  worn  areas.  The  Royal  Mint  recommenced  the  production  of 
coins  with  this  binary  alloy  in  June,  1922  and  continued  to  use  it  until  November, 
1927,  when  a  new  and  much  more  satisfactory  alloy  was  adopted. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Coinage  Act,  the  government  also  decided  to  withdraw 
as  quickly  as  was  possible,  all  the  coins  struck  in  the  old  .925  silver  alloy  and  to  recoin 
them  in  the  new  .500  fineness.  In  this  the  authorities  were  quite  successful,  for  the 
Royal  Mint  did  not  have  to  buy  silver  for  Home  Coinage  purposes  in  both  1921 
and  1922. 

During  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1920,  a  Departmental  Committee,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Sir  John  Cawston,  Deputy  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  met  to 
discuss  ways  and  means  of  withdrawing  the  old  coin.  Finally,  an  arrangement  was 
^  made,  whereby  the  Bank  of  England  was  to  be  responsible  for  the  accumulation  of 
V  the  old  coin.  It  followed  that,  when  the  new  .500  coins  started  to  circulate,  coins 
could  not  be  returned  to  the  Royal  Mint  without  having  been  previously  sorted.  As 
the  Royal  Mint  did  not  have  the  space  for  such  a  large  undertaking,  indeed,  for  a 
time  they  had  to  close  the  Royal  Mint  Museum  to  create  sufficient  space  for  the 
recoinage.  It  was  arranged  that  the  Bank  of  England,  in  conjunction  with  the  Joint 
Stock  Banks,  was  to  be  responsible  for  this  project,  which  would  necessitate  the 
employment  of  hundreds  of  special  clerks,  who  would  undertake  the  laborious  task 
of  sorting  coins.  The  cost  of  the  operation  was  to  be  charged  to  the  Royal  Mint.  This 
arrangement  continued  until  1953,  when  the  Royal  Mint  decided  to  undertake  the 
sorting  of  coins  itself. 

All  silver  coins  could  be  sorted  by  date,  with  the  exception  of  sixpences  and 
threepences,  which  had  been  struck  in  both  .925  and  .500  silver  dated  1920.  The 
demand  for  silver  Threepences  had  been  great  in  1920,  which  resulted  in  3,608,849 
being  produced  between  January  and  February  28th,  1920.  877,507  Sixpences  had 
also  been  struck  in  .925  silver  alloy  during  the  same  period.  It  is  not  a  difficult  task 
for  the  Royal  Mint  to  determine  between  .925  and  .500  silver  Sixpences  and  Three¬ 
pences  dated  1920.  The  poor  colour  of  the  .500  silver  coins  is  an  immediate  indication. 
Also  the  fact  that  most  .500  silver  coins  have  a  sufficient  nickel  content  for  them  to 
be  determined  magnetically  from  .925  silver  coins. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  .925  silver  coinage  was  certainly  a  task  and  one  which  has 
not  yet  been  quite  completed.  During  the  period  from  1816  to  31st  March,  1920,  a 
total  of  £107, 080,2 17  of  .925  silver  coin  had  been  issued  by  the  Royal  Mint.  From 
$  this  total  must  be  taken  £19,277,636,  as  this  was  the  amount  of  .925  silver  withdrawn 
by  the  Royal  Mint  between  1846  and  31st  March,  1920.  Therefore  a  balance  of 
£87,802,581  .925  silver  remained.  From  this  total,  however,  an  estimated  £25,000,000 
must  be  taken  to  allow  for  the  small  amounts  of  coin  withdrawn  by  the  Royal  Mint 
between  1816  and  1846  and  the  loss  and  destruction  of  coins,  by  accidental  or 
deliberate  means,  between  1816  and  31st  March,  1920.  Thus  an  estimated  £60,000,000 
or  so  remained  in  circulation  when  the  Coinage  Act  came  in  force. 

The  withdrawal  operation  soon  took  effect,  for  the  Royal  Mint  in  conjunction 
with  the  Bank  of  England  and  Joint  Stock  Banks,  succeeded  in  removing 
£3,262,465  11s  of  .925  silver  coin  between  April  and  the  end  of  December,  1920.  In 
the  following  year,  1921,  the  amount  of  .925  silver  coin  was  more  than  doubled,  with 
£8,618,902  being  returned.  This  total  was  more  than  the  amount  of  “silver”  issued 
that  year  by  £89,798  17s  6d.  In  1922,  the  amount  of  silver  withdrawn  from  circulation 
had  increased  slightly,  with  £8,898,080  of  .925  silver  being  returned.  This  total  was 
again  more  than  the  amount  of  “silver”  issued  by  £2,618,530.  Thus  by  the  end  of

1922,  about  one  third  of  the  estimated  amount,  slightly  exceeding  £60,000,000  of  .925 
silver  coin  had  been  withdrawn  from  circulation. 

To-day,  there  is  only  in  the  region  of  £200,000  of  .925  silver  coins  in  circulation 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  This  estimated  amount  is  only  0.33%  of  the  estimated  total 
of  .925  standard  silver  coin  circulating  on  the  31st  March,  1920. 

The  Bank  of  England  was  also  responsible  for  the  actual  issuing  of  the  new  .500 
silver  coin.  Threepences,  however,  were  made  exempt  from  this  arrangement  and 
were  issued  direct  from  the  Royal  Mint.  The  issue  of  the  new  .500  Threepences 
started  as  early  as  April,  1920.  Whereas  the  issue  of  the  larger  denominations  to  the 
public  by  the  Bank  of  England,  did  not  commence  until  13th  December,  1920.  The 
exemption  of  Threepences  from  the  arrangements  can  probably  be  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  there  were  urgent,  heavy  demands  for  this  coin,  both  at  home  and 
overseas.  It  wras  probably  considered  expedient  therefore,  by  the  Royal  Mint  to  issue 
this  coin  direct,  in  view  of  its  heavy  demand. 

The  demands  for  new  coin  were  heavy,  and  of  the  £5,014,175  of  .500  silver  coin 
issued  in  1920,  £4,000,000  had  been  produced  between  April  and  October.  The 
production  of  all  silver  coins  was  up  on  the  1919  figures,  except  in  the  case  of 
Threepences,  where  production  was  slightly  down.  In  1921,  despite  the  difficulty  of 
keeping  within  the  “Remedy”,  the  Royal  Mint  issued  £8,529,  103  2s  6d  of  .500  silver 
coin.  With  the  exception  of  Shillings  and  Threepences,  the  production  of  all  silver 
coins  had  been  increased  on  the  1920  figures,  with  more  than  double  the  amount  of 
Sixpences  being  struck.  In  1922,  £6,519,550  of  .500  silver  coin  was  issued  and  by 
the  end  of  that  year  there  seems  to  have  been  a  surplus  of  silver  coin  in  circulation. 
The  production  of  shillings  was  up  on  the  previous  year’s  figure  but  in  the  case  of 
other  silver  coins  production  was  generally  down.  The  recoinage  was  well  on  its 
way  by  the  end  of  1922,  a  total  of  £20,062,828  2s  6d  of  .500  silver  coin  having  been 
produced  in  just  under  three  years. 

Thus  an  era  had  ended.  Now  the  .500  silver  coin  is  suffering  the  same  fate  as  its 
predecessor,  the  .925  silver  coin — the  melting  pot.  The  great  recoinage  started  in 
1920  can  now  be  said  to  be  virtually  completed,  a  recoinage  which  has  taken  over 
forty  years.  If  the  plans  for  a  decimal  coinage  in  February  1971  go  through,  doubtless 
we  shall  soon  be  starting  yet  another. 

MEDAILLS:  “  THE  IMAGE  OF  OUR  OWN  TIMES”.

It  is  with  trepidation  that  I  venture  to  tread  the  Celtic  path  of  Maxen  Wledig  and 
probe  the  processes  of  past  numismatic  thought.  Perish  the  thought  that  my  purpose 
should  be  to  poach  on  his  bardic  preserves  of  “hen  fathofyddiaeth” — ancient 
coin-knowledge.  Rather  do  I  endeavour  to  supplement  a  series  which  all  must  have 
enjoyed. 

The  standard  of  numismatic  knowledge  in  the  seventeenth  century  is  reflected  in 
the  contents  of  a  volume  dated  1697  entitled:  “The  Knowledge  of  Medals:  or 
Instructions  for  Those  who  apply  themselves  to  the  Study  of  Medals  both  Ancient 
and  Modern”.  This  book  is  Obadiah  Walker’s  translation  of  a  French  treatise  by  Fr. 
Louis  Jobert,  S.J.,  entitled — “La  Science  des  Medailles:  pour  l’instruction  de  ceux 
qui  commence  a  s’appliquer  h  la  connoissance  des  medailles  antiques  et  modernes”, 
which  appeared  in  1692.  Both  original  and  translation  were  published  anonymously, 
the  publication  of  the  latter  having  apparently  clashed  with  the  release  of  John 
Evelyn’s  “Numismata”. 

In  a  letter  to  Dr.  Bohun  dated  18th  January  1696/7,  Evelyn  refers  to  “.  .  .  a 
Discourse  I  made  on  Medals  (lying  by  me  before  Obadiah  Walker’s  Treatise 
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appear  d)  ,  whilst  on  Christmas  Day,  1697  he  writes:  “I  presented  my  book 
Numismata:  A  Discourse  on  Medals,  Ancient  and  Modern’  to  divers  noblemen 
before  I  suffered  it  to  be  exposed  for  sale”. 

In  the  Jobert  Walker  treatise  (comprising  some  two  hundred  and  fifteen  pages  of 
text)  the  term  “medal”  is  employed  indiscriminately  throughout  to  denote  either  a 
coin  or  a  medallion.  For  the  purpose  of  this  article  it  is  proposed  to  assign  to  this 
term  a  similar  connotation. 

Medals  are  classified  by  Jobert  as  either  “ancient”  or  “modern”,  the  former  being 
the  Greek  and  Roman  series  and  the  latter  being  defined  as  those  which  were  minted 
within  the  three  hundred  years  immediately  preceding  the  publication  of  the  book. 
“Modern”  medals  (which  are  sub-divided  into  the  issues  of  Popes,  Emperors  and 
Kings  of  France)  are  summarily  dismissed  in  three  pages,  although  these  contain 
what  is  perhaps  the  most  interesting  piece  of  numismatic  information  in  the  entire 
book.  It  appears  that  “the  King” — presumably  King  Louis  XIV  of  France, “le  roi 
Soled” — was  not  only  an  ardent  collector  of  the  ancient  series,  but  was  also  a  trend¬ 
setter  in  the  direction  of  modern  collecting.  “For”  says  the  author,  “since  by  His 
Majesty’s  Example  private  Persons  have  begun  to  collect  these  sorts  of  Medals,  the 
study  of  them  is  become  so  much  the  more  agreeable,  as  we  are  more  concerned,  by 
reason  they  are  nearer  us,  and  present  us  with  the  Image  of  our  own  Times”. 

Was  it,  then,  from  a  ray  cast  by  the  Sun  King  that  the  dawn  of  numismatics  as 
we  now'  know  it  emerged  ?  This  is  by  no  means  idle  speculation  since  w'e  are  told  that 
the  Abbot  Bizot,  “following  the  King’s  example”,  amassed  a  collection  of  above 
three  thousand  specimens  and  that  “the  Order  in  which  he  disposed  them  still 
raised  the  value,  and  gave  a  marvellous  satisfaction”.  In  addition  to  the  series  of 
French  Kings,  there  were  to  be  seen  in  the  Abbot’s  collection  “all  the  Princes  of  the 
Royal  Family,  the  Dignitaries  of  the  Church,  Cardinals  and  Bishops;  the  Officers  of 
the  Crowm,  all  Magistrates,  and  those  that  administer  justice,  in  fine  all  Eminent 
Persons  in  Letters  and  Arts”. 

The  treatise  suggests  that  the  extent  of  seventeenth  century  numismatic  know¬ 
ledge  was  by  no  means  as  superficial  as  we  are  sometimes  inclined  to  believe.  The 
student  is,  for  example,  instructed  (amongst  other  things)  in  matters  of  metal,  size, 
design,  ornaments,  symbols,  legends,  countermarks,  counterfeits,  condition, 
preservation  and  specialisation.  On  this  last-mentioned  subject,  the  author  emphasises 
that  the  collector  must  on  no  account  mix  metals  or  sizes,  and  first  importance  is 
attached  to  the  collection  as  an  aesthetic  entity. 

The  “Young  Beginner”  is  instructed  that  he  should  have  a  “moderate  knowledge” 
of  history,  geography,  chronology  and  mythology,  and  amongst  the  learned  books  he 
is  advised  to  read  are:  “De  Praestantia  et  Usu  Numismatum”  (Spanheimius),  “1  he 
Cabinet  of  the  Duke  of  Arschot”  (Gervatius),  “Treasure”  (Patin),  “Byzantine 
Families”  (Du  Cange),  “Nummi  Antiqui  Populorum  et  Urbium  Illustrati”  and 
“Thesaurus”  (Goltzius).  It  is  notable  that  the  author  omits  to  mention  the  desirability 
of  an  additional  “moderate  knowledge”  of  Latin  whereby  the  beginner  may 
comprehend  the  contents  of  this  impressive  catalogue ! 

It  is  clear  that  in  France,  at  least,  the  study  of  numismatics  had  taken  a  firm  hold 
in  the  seventeenth  century,  probably  due  in  large  measure  to  the  interest  shown  by 
the  King.  But  England,  too,  was  apparently  not  without  its  nummophiles,  as  witness 
Evelyn’s  “Numismata”.  An  annotation  scrawfled  in  ink  on  the  fly-sheet  of  the 
particular  copy  of  Obadiah  Walker’s  treatise  which  has  come  to  my  notice  also 
reveals  that  at  least  one  noble  Lord  was  an  active  collector,  the  inscription  being  as 
follows : 

“My  Ld.  Weymouth  has  a  larg  Gold  Medal  of  4  inches  &  \  diameter,  weighing 
21  ounces  12  pences  at  411  10s  p  ounce.  On  one  side  are  ye  Heads  of  Antoninus  and 
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his  Empress  Faustina,  with  this  Legend,  Antoninus  Aug.  Pius  P.P  An  XXIV.  On 
ye  Reverse,  a  woman  drawn  in  a  Chariot  by  2  Lions,  &  underneath  written  Armitas 

And  another  gold  Medal  weighing  some  what  above  22  ounces,  &  ye  Gold  valued 
at  511  per  Ounce,  it  is  one  of  ye  Paldo  logi,  &  upon  it  are  the  words  fcpyov-piodys 
Zcoypafos  For  a  crib  of  this  last  see  Du  Fresne’s  Glossar.  Lat:  vol.  ult”. 

An  entry  in  Evelyn’s  Diary  for  3rd  December,  1684,  also  reveals  that  “modern” 
medals  were  not  entirely  eschewed  by  collectors  in  England,  even  at  this  early  date. 

“I  carried  Mr.  Justell  and  Mr.  Slingsby  (Master  of  the  Mint)  to  see  Mr.  Sheldon’s 
collection  of  Medaills”  writes  Evelyn.  “The  series  of  Popes  was  rare,  and  so  were 
several  of  the  modernes,  especially  that  of  John  Husse’s  martyrdome  at  Constance; 
the  Roman  Emp.  Consulars;  some  Greek  etc.  in  copper,  gold  and  silver;  not  many 
truly  antique;  a  medallion  of  Otho,  P.  Aemil  etc.  hardly  antient.  They  were  held  at 
a  price  of  £1,000,  but  not  worth,  I  judge,  above  £200”. 

Spanning  the  centuries,  what  are  the  medals  which  nowadays  “present  us  with 
the  Image  of  our  own  Times”?  The  Exchange  Control  (Gold  Coins  Exemption  ( 
Order)  1966  has  effectively  put  an  end  to  further  production  of  the  Beatles  medallion 
in  gold,  although  manufacturers  of  other  medals  are  now  turning  to  platinum  as  an 
alternative  medium  for  their  wares.  Among  the  great  names  which  are  today 
immortalised  in  metals  of  different  media  are  to  be  included  Montgomery  and 
Rommel,  Churchill,  Ben  Gurion,  Einstein,  Rothschild,  Schweitzer  and  John 
F.  Kennedy.  The  Israel  government  has  taken  the  lead  in  the  field  of  medallion 
production  at  national  level  by  the  formation  of  the  Israel  Government  Coins  and 
Medals  Corporation,  whilst  commercial  companies  are  springing  up  elsewhere 
like  mushrooms. 

Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  discovered  that  the  world  of  fashion  moved  in  cycles  and 
that  by  continually  wearing  the  same  old  clothes  he  was  constantly  in  and  out  of 
fashion.  There  is,  after  all,  a  gap  of  but  forty  years  between  the  hemline  of  the  1920’s 
and  the  “mini-skirt”  of  today,  whilst  a  somewhat  longer  period  separates  the  two 
eras  (or  legs)  of  the  “Teddy  suit”.  So  it  is  with  numismatics. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  are  now  back  in  the  seventeenth  century.  Why  not 
“get  with  it”,  and  collect  medals  ?  You  have  just  read  how  it  is  done. 

THE  NATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  CONGRESS  1967.

Friday,  14th  April,  1967,  brought  the  spring  sunshine  to  Sheffield;  it  also  brought  various 
representatives  of  the  Societies  forming  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  to  the  4  | 
National  Numismatic  Congress  arranged  by  the  Sheffield  and  District  Numismatic  Society.  ™ 

But  the  numbers  who  came  by  rail  and  road  were  few,  so  pitifully  few,  that  the  attendance 
at  what  must  surely  have  been  one  of  the  best  arranged  Congresses  ever  was  almost  an  insult 
to  the  host  Society  and,  equally,  almost  an  insult  to  those  wonderful  hosts,  the  Lord  Mayor  and 
Lady  Mayoress  of  Sheffield.  Think  of  it!  Excluding  the  Sheffield  Society  and  its  personal 
guests  such  as  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Sheffield,  49  persons  attended  the  Congress  from  all  the 
Societies  of  Britain  which  make  up  the  British  Association.  49  out  of  2704  (vide  “Cunobelin, 
1967”) — a  matter  of,  shall  we  say,  1.8%.  No  wonder  that  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Sheffield  expressed 
surprise ! 

A  leading  numismatist  remarked  to  the  writer  not  so  long  ago  that  more  than  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  members  of  all  Societies  are  just  in  it  for  what  they  can  get  out  of  it — for  themselves. 
Surely  this  cannot  be  true.  Yet,  if  it  be  not  true,  why  are  so  few  willing  to  give  up  a  couple  of 
days  a  year  to  a  National  Congress  and  to  a  social  event  that  can,  as  Sheffield  showed  us,  do 
so  much  to  bring  numismatists  together  under  ideal  conditions  and  so  much  to  improve 
knowledge  in  the  field  of  pure  numismatics — without  thought  of  “profit  and  loss”. 

But  to  the  Sheffield  Congress !  Members  were  received  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady 
Mayoress  of  Sheffield  with  wonderful  hospitality.  The  reception  was  held  in  the  Art  Gallery 
of  the  Weston  Park  Museum  at  7.30  p.m.  and  this  was  followed  by  one  of  the  nicest  dinner 
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parties  ever  given  by  anyone  to  anyone,  anywhere.  During  the  dinner  the  delegates  were  made 
to  feel— not  only  welcome,  but  that  Sheffield  really  belonged  to  them.  The  full  orchestra  with 
its  hne  music  did  much  to  contribute  towards  the  evening’s  enjoyment.  Skilfully  prepared  and 
arranged  and  expertly  served  this  dinner  will  go  down  in  Congress  history  as  one  of  the  nicest 
“get  togethers”  of  all  time. 

The  Lord  Mayor  gave  a  very  pleasant  after  dinner  speech  but  even  he  noted  the  small 
attendance  and  regretted  that  he  could  not  understand  it.  Thank  you,  my  Lord  Mayor  and 
Lady  Mayoress  for  a  wonderful  welcome. 

Delegates  were  accommodated  in  the  Halifax  Hall  branch  of  the  University  of  Sheffield 
and  were  made  very  comfortable  though  some  had  to  admit  that  the  heated  rooms  were  a 
"trifle  warm”.  Breakfast  was  held  in  this  same  Hall. 

Then  off  to  the  Weston  Park  museum  where  a  series  of  talks  had  been  arranged  for  the  day. 
After  the  Congress  had  been  opened  informally  by  the  President  of  the  Sheffield  Society  the 
first  paper  was  read  by  Professor  F.  C.  Thompson  of  Manchester  University.  This  paper, 
“The  Sources  of  Metals  Used  in  Ancient  Coins”  was  obviously  presented  by  a  man  who  knew 
his  subject  thoroughly— not  only  knew  it  but  loved  it.  These  two  factors  presented  by  a  man 
of  personality  gave  to  the  Congress  a  talk  that  was  full  of  interest  from  beginning  to  end.  The 
slides  were  “unique”  and  one  had  only  to  see  them  to  understand  how  much  suffering  was 
included  in  every  coin  made  in  ancient  times;  the  slides  showed  that  those  who  won  the 
precious  metals  from  the  earth  and  processed  them  were  subject  to  greater  brutality  and 
bestiality  than  in  almost  any  other  sphere  of  ancient  life. 

Morning  coffee  was  followed  by  D.  G.  Liddell’s  “Some  Historic  English  Coins”.  And  here 
again  a  master  was  at  work!  Among  the  coins  described  were  great  rarities  and  also  coins  of 
great  interest  that  would  not  be  classed  as  rarities,  such  as  those  of  “Lima”.  Some  of  the  most 
interesting  slides  shown  were  of  thrymsas  with  their  runic  inscriptions,  and  two  pennies — a 
silver  one  of  Cynethryth  and  a  gold  one  of  Henry  III. 

Lunch  was  an  enjoyable  affair  entirely  without  formality  taken  at  University  House. 
During  the  lunch  period  opportunity  was  taken  to  view  the  coins  and  medals  (including  a  war 
medal  exhibition)  on  show  in  the  museum.  The  various  exhibits  were  very  well-arranged  and 
very  complete  in  series.  Only  one  thing  struck  a  discordant  note  here — with  what  awful 
substance  had  the  coins  and  medals  been  cleaned.  To  the  observer  it  looked  like  streaky  boot 
polish.  The  numbers  painted  in  Indian  ink  on  coins  did  not  add  to  their  presentability,  either. 

In  the  afternoon  session  D.  F.  Allen  contributed  to  the  wealth  of  numismatic  knowledge 
shown  at  the  Congress  by  delivering  an  exceptionally  brilliant  discourse  on  “Coins  of  the 
Iceni”  (or  should  it  be  “Ikeni”  ...  or  even  “Ak-ay-nay”).  Mr.  Allen  took  us  back  two  thousand 
years  to  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  of  the  period,  and  one  can  but  wonder  where  the  civilisation 
vanished  to  that  must  have,  according  to  the  coins  found,  existed  in  the  Brecklands  of  the  old 
Norfolk- Suffolk  “wasteland”.  Then  tea  and  a  talk  by  Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  (who  nearly  gave  the 
Secretary  of  the  Congress  heart-failure  but  who  seemed  to  come  from  nowhere  at  the  final, 
critical  moment).  Dr.  Metcalf  told  us,  in  a  completely  informal  manner,  of  discoveries  and 
excavations  at  Old  Corinth  where  he  had  spent  a  holiday  and  where  an  American  team  had  been 
working  since  1896.  After  speaking  in  some  detail  about  finds  made,  where  they  were  housed, 
how  catalogued,  etc..  Dr.  Metcalf  showed  several  very  interesting  coloured  slides  of  the  area 
and  we  had  glimpses  of  a  little  of  “the  glory  that  was  Greece”.  Only  one  point  marred  the  talk 
from  the  writer’s  point  of  view  (but  this  same  point  doubtless  enhanced  the  talk  from  Mr. 
Whitting’s  point  of  view) — his  declaration  at  the  end  of  the  lecture  that  of  the  hundred  thousand 
or  so  coins  found  only  a  few  were  “classical”  coins  of  the  City  States — most  were  more  recent 
coins  of  Byzantium. 

At  the  end  of  this  talk  Mr.  A.  J.  Seltman  closed  the  Congress  with  well-chosen  words.  Here, 
a  point  worth  noting,  it  should  be  recorded  that  each  speaker  was  introduced  “on”  and  thanked 
“off”  by  a  different  member  of  the  Sheffield  Society.  This  was  good  team  work  indeed. 

The  Congress  Dinner  of  1967  at  which  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  were  happy  to 
be  guests  was  held  in  the  Crookes  Valley  Park  Restaurant — a  delightful  venue  for  an  enjoyable 
event  at  which,  again,  food  and  service  were  very  fine  indeed. 

But  the  Congress  did  not  end  here  with  the  dinner,  for  next  morning  about  thirty  of  the 
delegates  visited  Abbeydale  Works  in  the  south-west  part  of  the  town  on  the  River  Sheaf.This 
is  an  eighteenth  century  scythe  works  which  had  fallen  into  disuse  and  disrepair  but  is  now 
being  restored  by  the  Council  for  the  Conservation  of  Sheffield  Antiquities.  A  lot  of  the 
machinery  is  made  of  wood  and  we  saw  the  massive  oaken  shaft  of  the  tilt  hammer  of  a  size 
almost  unobtainable  today.  The  blowing  machine  for  the  forge  is  now  in  working  order  and  a 
demonstration  was  shown  of  its  being  driven  by  its  own  water-wheel.  The  sun  continued  to 
shine  as  it  had  done  through  the  Congress  and  this  visit  made  an  enjoyable  end  to  “Congress, 
1967”. 
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An  earnest  appeal  is  made  by  the  writer  for  all  to  give  greater  support  to  the  Maidstone 
National  Numismatic  Congress  of  1968  than  was  given  to  the  very  fine — from  all  angles — 
Sheffield  Congress  of  1967.  If  not,  it  is  feared  that  the  Congress  will  eventually  die — killed 
by  those  whose  interest  lies,  not  in  numismatics,  but  in  themselves.

INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  CONGRESS. 

COPENHAGEN  1967. 

The  time  limit  for  applications  to  the  Congress  in  Copenhagen,  28th  of  August  to  the  2nd 
of  September,  has  been  extended  to  June  the  30th,  though  further  suggestions  for  lectures  to 
be  held  can  not  now  be  received  (see  Bulletin ,  January  1967,  p.  18). 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Roman  Hoard  from  Inkberrow,  Worcs.  Roman  coins  found  by  workmen  near  Alcester 
date  from  the  second  and  third  centuries  a.d.  it  was  announced  last  night  after  an  archaeologist 
had  spent  five  hours  on  a  preliminary  examination.  Mr.  Steven  J.  Taylor,  of  St.  John’s  Court, 
Warwick,  who  is  attached  to  Warwick  Museum,  described  the  find  as  “an  important  minor 
hoard”.  Sixty  of  the  coins  were  silver  or  silver  alloy  and  the  remaining  86  were  bronze.  There 
were  no  gold  coins. 

As  some  of  the  coins  are  silver,  Alcester  police  said  last  night  that  the  hoard  would  be 
reported  to  the  Henley  Coroner,  who  may  order  an  inquest  to  decide  if  the  coins  are  treasure 
trove. 

Mr.  Woodward  Jephcott,  a  local  historian,  said  that  if  the  hoard  was  judged  to  be  treasure 
trove,  the  coins  would  become  the  property  of  the  State  and  probably  go  to  a  museum.  A 
reward  would  possibly  be  paid  to  the  finders.  If  the  coins  were  not  judged  to  be  treasure  trove, 
they  would  probably  be  regarded  as  the  property  of  the  landowner. 

The  coins  were  found  by  workmen  digging  holes  for  an  electricity  cable  on  land  owned  by 
Mr.  Davenport  Price,  of  Abbots  Morton  Manor,  near  Inkberrow.  Mr.  Jephcott  said  the  coins  A 
were  probably  the  personal  fortune  of  a  middle-class  roman  rather  than  a  nobleman.  He  W 
described  the  hoard  as  the  most  important  find  in  the  Alcester  area  for  300  years,  but  refused 
to  estimate  what  its  value  might  be  today. — Birmingham  Post,  15 th  April,  1967. 

Edward  I  Hoard  from  Skegby,  Notts.  A  hoard  of  silver  coins,  believed  to  be  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  I  or  II,  has  been  unearthed  by  a  65-year-old  Skegby  man  on  a  building  site 
off  Mansfield  Road,  Skegby.  The  coins  were  found  yesterday  by  Mr.  John  Alfred  Halfpenny, 
a  part-time  watchman  for  a  building  firm. 

First  Mr.  Halfpenny  found  two  coins  lying  on  the  surface,  then,  digging  in  the  soil  with  a 
pen-knife,  he  uncovered  449  coins  of  the  same  sort.  They  were  lying  in  rows  with  their  edges 
uppermost  and  beneath  them  were  the  remains  of  what  looked  like  a  sheet  of  lead,  which  at 
one  time  might  have  formed  part  of  a  lead  casket. 

After  examining  some  of  the  coins  today,  Mr.  William  Daws,  assistant  curator  of  Mansfield 
Museum,  said:  “Those  I  saw  were  in  only  fair  condition,  and  are  not  particularly  valuable. 
They  would  be  worth  a  few  shillings  each”. 

The  coins  have  been  handed  to  the  police,  and  a  report  is  going  to  the  district  coroner  who 
will  decide  whether  or  not  an  inquest  should  be  held  to  determine  if  the  find  is  treasure  trove.

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New  Royal  Mint  for  South  Wales.  The  new  Royal  Mint,  costing  about  £ 7  millions  and 
initially  employing  a  staff  of  500,  is  to  be  built  at  Llantrisant,  near  Cardiff.  Announcing  this  in 
the  Commons  yesterday,  Mr.  Callaghan,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  said  its  first  task  would 
be  the  production  of  9,000  million  new  coins  for  the  change  to  decimal  currency  in  1971.  The 
present  Mint  will  be  transferred  entirely  from  Tower  Hill,  London— where  rebuilding  would 
be  impossible  without  serious  interference  with  production— to  the  South  Wales  site  by  1973 
at  the  latest. 

Since  the  decision  to  rebuild  and  expand  the  Mint  was  made  in  1955,  the  need  has  grown 
considerably.  Apart  from  the  decimal  project,  production  has  trebled.  About  £1  millions’ 
worth  of  coins  are  now  being  exported  each  year.  A  nucleus  of  50  specialists  will  move  to  South 
Wales  for  the  opening  of  the  decimal  factory  next  year,  but  the  rest  of  the  initial  staff  will  be 
recruited  locally.  No  estimates  have  yet  been  announced  of  the  total  size  of  the  staff  when  the 
Mint  is  fully  transferred.  The  present  staff  is  1,300.  A  considerable  number  of  these  are 
expected  to  move  to  Wales.  About  one  fifth  of  the  total  will  have  retired  by  1973  and  the 
Government  has  undertaken  to  find  other  jobs  for  those  who  do  not  wish  to  move. 

Employment  prospects  were  one  of  the  main  factors  in  the  choice  of  a  new  site;  in  the 
Rhondda  Valley  the  current  male  unemployment  rate  is  10  per  cent.  In  considering  various 
sites  in  development  areas,  the  Government  also  took  into  account  the  views  of  a  firm  of 
consultants:  proximity  to  main  population  centres  and  the  cost  of  distributing  the  new  coins; 
accessibility  including  the  need  to  maintain  working  relations  with  the  present  Mint;  the 
reactions  of  employees,  and  the  management’s  assessment  of  operational  factors. 

The  Llantrisant  site,  not  far  from  the  mouth  of  the  Rhondda  Valley,  is  an  area  of  great 
natural  beauty  and  it  is  intended  to  build  a  Mint  of  architectural  distinction  as  well  as  of 
functional  efficiency.  Designs  submitted  in  a  public  competition  are  now  being  considered.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  21st 
March,  with  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  President,  in  the  Chair, 
Air.  Rigold  exhibited  a  selection  of  English  and 
continental  jettons  to  illustrate  his  paper  and  a  comple¬ 
mentary  series  of  jettons  was  exhibited  by  Mr.  Blunt. 
Dr.  Kent  exhibited  a  15th  century  jetton  of  crown  type 
from  the  excavations  at  South  Mimms  castle,  Herts., 
together  with  some  associated  pottery. 

Mr.  S.  E.  Rigold  read  a  paper  on  “Mediaeval  jettons 
in  archaeological  contexts”.  He  outlined  the  typology 
and  chronology  of  English  and  continental  jettons  and 
stressed  the  importance  of  correlating  those  in  stratified 
archaeological  contexts  with  the  evidence  of  typology  in 
order  to  secure  more  precise  dating. 

British  Num.  Soc.  Four  short  papers  were  read  at 
the  meeting  on  Tuesday,  April  4th. 

First,  Air.  Blunt  read  a  paper  on  “A  parcel  of  Coins 
from  the  1894  Castle  Douglas  Hoard”.  These  coins  were 
sold  at  Sotheby’s  in  1964,  and  the  Speaker  had  secured 
all  but  5  of  them,  the  coins  being  in  a  frail  and  broken 
condition.  Grueber  had  stated  that  many  coins  had 
escaped  the  inquest  held  at  the  time  of  the  find,  these 
being  fragmentary.  After  describing  the  coins,  Mr. 
Blunt  said  that  he  had  little  doubt  that  they  came  from 
the  1894  Castle  Douglas  Hoard.  In  Grueber’s  report 
of  the  find,  it  was  important  to  temember  that  he  did 
not  refer  to  round  halfpennies  in  the  hoard,  but  to 
fragments,  possibly  to  cut  halfpennies. 

Mr.  Dolley  then  read  a  paper  on  “An  Irish  Analogue 
of  Newstead”.  The  Oldcastle  hoard  was  from  the  same 
decade  as  Newstead.  Simmons  re-arrangement  had 
dated  the  hoard  shortly  after  1467.  In  the  Speaker’s 
opinion,  this  was  correct.  There  were  2  historical 
reasons  for  dating  the  hoard  to  1468.  (1)  A  devaluation 
of  the  Irish  currency  at  this  time.  (2)  A  punitive 
expedition  sent  to  Ireland  by  Edward  IV.  An  important 
difference  between  the  Newstead  and  Oldcastle  hoards 
was  that  the  latter  did  not  contain  gold.  Because  of  the 
economic  condition  of  Ireland  at  this  time,  gold  was  not 
necessary. 

A  paper  on  “The  Emergency  Mint  of  Wilton, 
1180”,  by  Mr.  Brand  and  Mr.  Elmore  Jones  was  then 
read  by  Mr.  Brand.  There  had  been  7  exchanges 
which  were  also  mints  during  the  early  Short  Cross 
period. There  were  also  3  mints  which  were  not  exchanges ; 
these  were  Carlisle,  Oxford  and  Wilton.  No  explanation 
for  the  mint  at  Wilton  appeared  in  the  Pipe  Roll. 


However,  there  was  an  obverse  die-link  between 
Winchester  and  W'ilton,  and  also  2  moneyers  at  both 
mints  had  the  same  name.  The  Speaker  had  no  doubt 
that  the  mint  of  Wilton  had  been  opened  because  of  a 
fire  at  Winchester.  The  mint  was  in  operation  for  a  short 
time  only,  during  the  period  of  types  la  and  early  lb  of 
the  Short  Cross  coinage.  Although  there  was  no  evidence 
in  the  Pipe  Roll,  the  coins  spoke  for  themselves. 

Finally,  the  Director  read  a  paper  on  “A  Continental 
Imitation  of  David  II’s  Half  Groat”.  The  speaker 
said  that  this  coin  should  really  not  exist.  No  other 
Continental  imitations  of  the  Scottish  coinage  of  this 
period  were  known.  This  imitation  was  struck  by  Arnold, 
Lord  of  Auray,  in  the  Netherlands.  Mr.  Stewart  gave 
biographical  details  of  this  ruler.  He  had  struck  imitations 
of  the  coins  of  several  of  his  neighbours.  The  prototypes 
of  his  imitations  were  struck  early  of  his  lordship. 
Air.  Stewart  gave  historical  reasons  for  the  striking  of 
this  coin. 

Mr.  Blunt  exhibited  5  pennies  of  Eadred,  Eadwig, 
and  Eadgar  from  the  ?Castle  Douglas  find  of  1894; 
and  a  penny  of  Eadgar  B.M.C.  Ill  for  comparison. 
He  also  exhibited  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Elmore  Jones,  a 
penny  of  Eadgar,  B.M.C.  Ill,  Buckingham  Mint.  This 
mint  was  unknown  for  the  reign. 

The  President  exhibited  on  behalf  of  Mr.  A.  H.  F. 
Baldwin,  a  “halfpenny”  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
Sovereign/ Eagles  type,  Chester  mint,  from  the  same 
dies  as  the  coin  illustrated  in  the  last  British  Numis¬ 
matic  Journal,  but  different  die-axis. 

The  Secretary  exhibited  the  silver  Presidential 
Medal  of  the  New  York  Coin  Club,  bearing  the  portrait 
of  Mr.  Sanford  Saltus.  The  medal  was  presented  to  the 
Society  by  Air.  Walter  Zimmerman,  of  New  York. 

Bath  &  Bristol  Num.  Soc.  During  February, 
conducted  visits  were  made  to  the  Municipal  Reference 
and  Lending  Libraries  at  Bath  by  courtesy  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  Librarians,  V.  J.  Kite,  Esq.  and  Peter  Pagan,  Esq. 
Both  Libraries  contain  items  of  numismatic  interest. 

At  the  Reference  Library  on  February  2nd,  Air.  Kite 
gave  a  brief  history  of  the  library  facilities  in  Bath. 
Mr.  Kite  had  arranged  a  display  of  the  numismatic 
books  in  the  library  and  members  showed  great  interest 
in  the  Sydenham  Collection,  two  large  volumes  con¬ 
taining  cuttings  and  articles  of  local  interest  assembled 
by  one  of  the  foremost  collectors  of  the  Bath  and 
district  tokens. 
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On  February  24th,  members  assembled  at  the 
Lending  Library  where  Mr.  Pagan  conducted  them 
around  the  Library  and  Victoria  Art  Gallery.  Originally 
the  library  was  designed  as  a  gentleman’s  private  library. 
The  room  which  formerly  housed  the  Reference  Library 
was  modelled  on  that  of  Mr.  Gladstone.  After  a  tour 
of  the  reserve  store,  members  ascended  to  the  Art 
Gallery  where  they  were  able  to  view  a  collection  of 
Bohemian  glass  and  a  travelling  exhibition  of  pictures 
illustrating  the  decade  1890-1900  arranged  by  the 
Arts  Council.  Lastly,  the  collection  of  coins  minted  in 
Bath  and  18th  century  tokens  of  the  neighbourhood 
were  inspected. 

The  annual  Numismatic  Quiz  between  the  Bath  and 
Bristol  portions  of  the  Society  was  held  in  the  City 
Museum,  Bristol,  on  February  23rd.  In  spite  of  having 
the  disadvantage  of  an  “away”  match,  Bath  retained  the 
F.  J.  Jeffery  trophy  by  22  points  to  17.  For  the  fourth 
year  in  succession  Mr.  Jeffery  was  our  very  able  Quiz 
Master  assisted  by  his  son  Richard  as  scorer. 

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  The  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Medal  Society  was  held  on 
Thursday,  30th  March  1967.  The  meeting  proper 
commenced  with  a  review  of  last  year’s  activities,  and 
mention  was  made  of  the  most  enjoyable  joint  meeting 
in  the  autumn  with  the  O.M.R.S.  The  election  of 
officers  for  the  following  year  then  took  place. 

It  was  felt  that  meetings  had  probably  been  held  too 
frequently  in  the  past,  and  it  was  agreed  that  a  monthly 
meeting  would  suit  all  concerned,  and  this  would 
probably  ensure  a  better  attendance,  always  allowing 
for  the  fact  that  an  unofficial  meeting  could  be  held  at 
the  fortnightly  interval  to  be  arranged  amongst  the 
members  so  desiring  it.  Additionally  it  was  decided 
that  the  meetings  would  be  held  at  alternate  members’ 
homes  with  the  exception  of  joint  meetings  and  similar 
events,  instead  of  paying  for  a  room  as  at  present. 

It  was  decided  to  admit  members  not  resident  in 
Birmingham  (or  its  immediate  surroundings)  at  an 
annual  subscription  of  10s.

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  With  the  “Crown  Inn” 
as  our  venue,  the  meeting  on  Wednesday  April  12th, 
comprised  two  crowded  hours. 

The  talk  for  this  particular  evening  was  “Canadian 
Cents”  by  Mr.  Tony  Clayton.  In  dealing  with  this 
subject  Mr.  Clayton  began  by  outlining  the  history  of 
Canada,  from  the  days  of  the  first  settlers.  The  trading 
by  barter;  the  original  form  of  currency — Wampum 
Beads,  which  remained  as  legal  tender  until  1670 — and 
were  in  fact  used  by  the  Indians  for  a  much  longer 
period.  In  general  trading  a  mixed  coinage  had  come 
into  use,  this  comprising  British  and  European  silver, 
and  various  types  of  tokens.  The  first  step  towards  an 
independent  coinage  was  the  Canadian  Holey  Dollar, 
but  this  was  soon  withdrawn  due  to  the  fact  that  many 
forgeries  began  to  appear. 

With  the  development  of  the  Dominion  came  the 
development  of  the  coinage  system,  however,  and  the 
speaker  then  dealt  with  the  many  and  varied  issues 
both  briefly  and  clearly.  Mention  was  made  of  the 
scarce  dates,  and  the  parts  played  by  the  Royal  Mint 
and  Heatons,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Ottawa  Mint 
in  1908.  Large  cents,  small  cents,  and  the  different 
types  in  the  larger  denominations;  all  were  considered, 
various  specimens  from  the  speaker’s  own  collection 
being  passed  round,  as  illustrations  to  the  words. 
Whilst  referring  briefly  to  the  Dollar  pieces,  Mr.  Clayton 
did  not  elaborate  on  these  as  the  “Canadian  Dollar” 
had  previously  been  dealt  with  in  a  paper  provided  by 
Canadian  member  Douglas  Nicol. 

Bolton  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Society  held  on  Wednesday,  5th  April,  38  people 
were  in  attendance.  The  chairman  in  his  opening 
address  gave  a  special  welcome  to  our  guest  speaker 
who  was  Mr.  P.  A.  Rayner  of  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  Mr. 
Rayner  gave  his  talk  on  the  History  of  the  English 
Crown.  Dealing  first  of  all  with  the  gold  crowns  first 
struck  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII,  Mr.  Rayner  traced 
the  development  of  the  gold  and  silver  crowns,  the  gold 
crown  being  accompanied  by  the  silver  crown  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  VI  in  1551.  The  various  types  and 
designs  and  the  historical  background  covering  the 
crowns  struck  between  the  years  1551  to  1965  were 


outlined  by  Mr.  Rayner,  mention  was  also  given  to  the 
different  type  of  countermarked  coins  circulating  in  the 
reign  of  George  III.  Mr.  Rayner  then  answered  members’ 
questions  concerning  coin  varieties,  and  the  detection  of 
forgeries. 

Burnley  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  Thirteen  members 
attended  the  inaugural  meeting  of  this  new  Society 
held  at  the  Paradise  Workingmen’s  Club  on  the  4th 
April  and  membership  now  numbers  27.  It  is  planned 
to  hold  individual  exhibitions  and  exchange  and  auction 
evenings. 

The  secretary/treasurer  is  Mr.  Horace  Broadley  of 
Rawson  Street,  Burnley,  Lancs. 

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting, 
the  Society  was  pleased  to  receive  another  visit  from 
Mr.  A.  A.  Purves  (a  past  president)  who  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  “Medals  with  a  Story”. 

After  detailing  some  points  in  common  between  medals 
intended  to  be  worn,  and  coins,  Mr.  Purves  then  took 
his  audience  from  the  times  of  the  Napoleonic  wars  to 
modern  times  and  he  spoke  in  detail  about  the  full 
range  of  pieces  he  exhibited,  discussing  the  engravers, 
and,  in  particular,  the  folk  to  whom  the  medals  were 
awarded.  Items  discussed  included  those  for  the  battle  of 
Waterloo — the  first  medal  actually  issued — and  for  the 
Crimean,  Sikh,  Zulu,  Afghan,  and  Boer  wars  amongst 
others.  Awards  of  a  different  character  such  as  for 
Sea  Gallantry,  the  Royal  Humane  Society,  and  the 
George  medal  followed,  and  the  final  group  was  for 
Polar  Exploration.  In  every  case  Mr.  Purves  was  able  to 
offer  details  of  the  lives  of  the  people  to  whom  the 
various  medals  were  awarded,  and  he  recounted  several 
cases  in  which  he  had  been  able  to  bring  together 
once  again,  groups  of  medals  which  had  become 
separated. 

The  evening  afforded  those  present  an  insight  into 
the  vast  amount  of  interest  that  can  be  derived  from  the 
study  of  this  branch  of  numismatic  science.

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  Mountain 
Batteries,  the  Screw  guns  immortalised  by  Kipling, 
were  the  theme  of  Mr.  Harris’s  talk  at  the  March 
meeting  of  the  Society. 

To  bring  their  guns  into  action,  gunners  of  the 
Batteries  had  to  overcome  numerous  difficulties. 
Extremes  of  climate  and  terrain,  often  in  blinding  snow 
storms  on  paths  where  even  mules  could  not  keep  their 
footholds  and  the  guns  had  to  be  manhandled,  did  not 
stop  these  men.  Collectors  often  tended  to  avoid  medals 
to  natives,  but  Mr.  Harris  felt  that  a  medal  to,  for 
example,  the  Kashmiri  Alountain  Battery  for  the 
Relief  of  Chitral  well  worth  having.  He  advised  members 
to  read  “The  Baptism  of  a  Battery”  by  General  Stewart 
for  an  account  of  this  Battery.  He  illustrated  his  talk 
with  specimens  of  medals  from  his  collection.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  our  April  meeting  we 
were  very  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  A.  Porritt  to  stand 
in  at  very  short  notice,  when  our  scheduled  speaker  was 
indisposed,  to  give  his  paper  concerning  “Letters  to  a 
London  Numismatist,  1814-1848”. 

Air.  Porritt  told  us  how  a  recent  gift  parcel  to  the 
Halifax  Antiquarian  Society  was  found  to  contain 
letters  to  Matthew  Young  from  his  numismatic  corres¬ 
pondents  of  a  century  and  a  half  ago  which  also  contained 
glimpses  of  the  first  London  Numismatic  Society.  The 
letters  provided  authentic  and  intimate  glimpses  of  a 
noted  coin  dealer’s  business  and  of  many  transactions 
with  his  customers  of  a  century  and  a  half  ago.  The 
parcel  had  been  treasured  by  a  Mr.  George  Dent,  a 
friend  and  colleague  of  the  late  Air.  Samuel  Hamer  of 
Halifax — the  latter  well-known  to  numismatists  for  his 
authoritative  works  on  Tradesmen’s  Tokens.  Mr. 
Hamer  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Halifax  Anti¬ 
quarian  Society  in  1901,  and  many  of  his  tokens  were 
purchased  by  the  Society  at  the  sale  of  his  collection  in 
1930  and  were  presented  to  the  town’s  Bankfield 
Museum.  Mr.  Hamer  was  also  a  founder  of  the  York¬ 
shire  Numismatic  Society  in  1909. 

Mr.  Porritt  read  to  us  extracts  from  these  letters  to 
Matthew  Young  (which  included  such  correspondents 
as  four  members  of  the  noted  Wyon  family  and 
Marmaduke  Trattle),  which  proved  to  be  extremely 
enlightening  and  often  amusing.  The  collectors  of 
those  days  were  also  plagued  by  high  prices  and  lack  of 
resources  with  which  to  enlarge  their  cabinets,  and 
one  correspondent  complains  of  the  price  of  tokens  at 
4s  6d  per  dozen  to  be  excessive! 


Walsall  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting,  members 
were  given  an  illustrated  talk  on  “The  Grading  of 
Coins”  by  Mr.  B.  T.  Whittaker,  an  eminent  collector 
for  many  years.  The  finer  points  were  well  illustrated 
that  go  to  differentiate  between  a  mint  and  an  uncircu¬ 
lated  coin.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  “weak  strikings” 
do  not  necessarily  detract  from  the  condition  of  a  coin. 
The  importance  of  the  choice  points  could  not  have  been 
more  profoundly  stressed,  due  to  the  price  variation 
possible  when  purchases  are  being  made. 

The  Society  has  continued  to  flourish  and  now  has 
about  20  members.  Great  interest  is  shown  at  every 
meeting  in  a  number  of  different  aspects.  Thus  it  was 
decided  to  extend  the  meeting  times,  and  will  now  be 
7.00-9.30  p.m.,  the  first  Friday  of  every  month  at 
the  Central  Library  Extension.  The  annual  sub¬ 
scription  is  15s  and  5s  for  juniors  up  to  the  age  of  18.
